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Ournal price increases, especially 

in the sciences and medicine, have 

increased 10% - 14% per year over 

e past decade while increases to the col- 

lection budgets of most academic libraries 
have not kept pace. In addition to soaring 
journal prices, libraries face other chal- 
lenges associated with journal purchasing. 
Exponential growth in the amount of schol- 
arly research continues. Asa result, 
libraries not only face increased costs of the 
existing collection, but also the need to 
acquire additional new publications. During 
the next few years, a better understanding 
of electronic content and scholarly commu- 
nication trends should emerge that will help 
us make more informed decisions regarding 
acquisitions of, and access to, scholarly con- 
tent beyond the year 2000. 

The Library is seeking new and innova- 
tive solutions to maintain a viable collection 
to continue supporting the University com- 
munity. Possible solutions include: 


Increasing resource sharing with 
other institutions 

Resource sharing is a key component of the 
Library. One important mechanism to com- 
pensate for increased demand for materials 
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not held at Health Sciences Library is to 
develop better document delivery services. 
Methods for collaboration and participation 
in consortia with significant buying power 
are continually being pursued. Turnaround 
times for interlibrary loan requests are 
improving. The Library is in the process of 
acquiring web-accessible Interlibrary Loan 
software to provide a more efficient and 
patron-oriented service with a faster delivery 
time. 


Migrating to electronic content to 
save dollars 
We are hopeful that electronic journals and 
other resources will, ultimately, slow the rate 
of inflationary growth, reduce overall expen- 
ditures, and improve access. Additionally, 
digital technology appears to be the only 
solution that can deal with exponential 
growth In scholarly research. However, cost 
savings have yet to appear since several 
publishers of electronic journals either 
require the maintenance of a print copy or 
add excessive fees that exceed the cost of a 
print copy. 

While electronic content can be easily 
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moved from one location to another ina 
very timely fashion, most electronic journal 
licenses do not permit the use of electronic 
journal articles for interlibrary loan. 


Realigning spending priorities with- 
in the collections budget 

Within the collections budget there are his- 
torical ratios that exist between amounts of 
money spent for books, journals, and data- 
bases. Any of these ratios can be altered to 
protect journal subscriptions; however, in 
the long run such alterations are not sus- 
tainable and could seriously impact selected 
user groups. 


Allocating more money to the col- 
lections budget through increased 
fund-raising. 

Fund raising to Support acquisitions has 
been a high priority for the Library’s devel- 
opment efforts and several endowment 
funds have been established in the past few 
years. 


A continuing dialog 
The University Libraries Committee and the 
Faculty Senate began a process last year to 
inform faculty about the costs of scholarly 
publishing and the effects of the costs on the 
purchasing power of libraries. Among the 
recommendations of the committee were: 
1. That the University encourage faculty 
to consider retaining their copyright to 
all scholarly products 
2. That the University libraries favor doc- 
ument delivery or electronic access to 
journal articles over retaining print sub- 
scriptions to whole journals when the 
former strategy is more cost effective. 
Our Health Sciences Library will continue to 
be engaged in these discussions, and will 
welcome your input. In the meantime, we 
need to balance our budget by canceling 
some of our journal subscriptions, as 
described in the following article. 





J ournal Price Increases 
Produce Cuts 
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he 1999 U.S. Periodical Price Index’ 
reports that medical journal sub- 
scription costs increased by an aver- 
age of 13.8% this year. The rate of increase 
has been very similar over the past four 
years. The Library’s journal budget for 
1999/ 2000 was increased by $50,000 in 
State funds, but this is not enough to cover 
the 13.8% ($108,000) price increase. While 
the additional state funds, in conjunction 
with reallocation of other Library funds, 
allow us to avoid drastic cuts, the Library 
still needs to reduce next year’s subscrip- 
tions by a total of $15,000. 

The Library continually gathers journal 
use Statistics that enable us to identify low- 
use and high cost-per-use titles. Articles 
from a very high-cost journal may be less 
expensively obtained using Inter-Library 
Loan (ILL) through the Library’s Document 
Delivery Service. All of these factors have 
been weighed in compiling the list of jour- 
nals shown in Table 1. 

Only journals with a combination of low- 
usage and high cost-per-use are being con- 
sidered for cancellation. While 3 years of 
use Statistics were examined for these titles, 
we have only included last year’s figures in 
Table 1. If you have any comments or ques- 
tions about the proposed cancellations, 
please contact Jonathan Lord, Assistant 
Director for Collection Development at 924- 
0059 or e-mail jml4s@virginia.edu, by 
November Ist. If you believe a title should 
not be canceled, please suggest an alterna- 
tive title in your field currently owned by the 
Library that we can cancel in its place. 

We value the input you have given us 
during this process and we welcome the 
Opportunity to talk with you and your 
department about this and any other library 
issues of concern to you.

Communication (ITC) is offering its new Home Directory Service to all faculty, staff, 
and students having accounts on blue.unix.virginia.edu. 


There are a number of reasons to use the Home Directory Service to store your files: 


m Files are accessible from multiple locations. You can write a paper when dialed in 
at home, save it to your Home Directory Service account, and edit or print it later 
from your office without saving to a floppy disk or having to use a file transfer pro- 
gram. 

@ Files are secure in case of hardware failure. If your personal files are saved to 
your Home Directory Service account and the hard disk on your computer crashes, 
you will have copies of your work. 

@ Publishing your home page on the World Wide Web Is easier. Accessing and edit- 
ing a home page stored on your Home Directory Service Is as easy as booting up 
your personal computer and logging in. 


The Home Directory Service is accessible from a Windows 95/98, Windows NT or 
Macintosh system. There are limits on the amount of storage space. ITC’s systems 
have quotas that are enforced. The amount of disk Space depends on your affiliation 
with the University when the account was created: 


Undergraduate Students 10 M egabytes 
Graduate Students 20 Megabytes 
Faculty and Staff 50 Megabytes

Science Citation Index is Now Available 


Through the Internet 
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cience Citation Index Compact Disc 

Edition (SCI), previously searchable 

from one terminal in the Health 
Sciences Library, is now accessible via the 
Internet to users with a UVa IP address. The 
Science Citation Index provides citation 
searching of more than 3,500 journal titles 
from over 150 scientific disciplines. SCI is 
updated with 700,000 new records every 
year. 

Citation searching allows researchers to 
assess the impact of their research, and 
identify those who are citing their works. 
The citation study Is a simple way to trace 
the development of an idea from the first 
time it is Communicated in the literature to 
the present day. The Windows interface 
makes it possible to locate items that share 
one or more cited references through a 
“Related Records” function. 


Requirements: 
1. Users must use Netscape 3.x or higher 
or Internet Explorer 4.x or higher on a 
Macintosh, PC, or Unix computer. 
2. Download and install the Citrix 
Primary ICA Client for your operating 
system. See instructions at http:/ / 
alonso.lib.virginia.edu/ citrix/ 
instrxns.htm. 
3. Restart your machine. 
4. Open your Web browser and go to the 
list of databases accessible with the Citrix 
Client http:/ / www.lib.virginia.edu/ 
indexes/ citrix.htm. 
5. Once you click on SCI, choose “open” 
and a new window with the SCI date 
ranges will open. 
6. Choose the necessary date range and 
click “OK”. 
7. Users must have a UVa IP address 
either through a computer connected to a 
campus network or via the UVa proxy 
server if dialing in from home. 


The database is divided into two date ranges 
SCI 1987 - 1992 or SCI 1993 - 1999. Other 
databases accessible from Alderman 
Library’s page, http:/ / www.lib.virginia.

Free Internet Access Available in Charlottesville! 


Free e-mail and free web page hosting have been around for years providing neces- 
sary service for free and in the process making money from ads. Now, some are 
offering free dialup connections to the Internet. Of course there Is always a catch. 
The cost of using any of the free Internet Service Providers (ISPs) is tolerating adver- 
tisements. Typically, the free services offer unlimited access and require you to fill 
out brief questionnaires regarding your interests to better target advertisements. 


For the most part, the services are similar in that you go through a short registration 
process and download connection software. Once connected, an ad banner window 
displaying advertisements and other value-added features will appear on your desk- 
top. The ad banner window will always remain on top of your web browser. You will 
not be able to close this control window without disconnecting from the service. All 
free ISPs work Windows 95 and Windows 98. Windows 95 users must have Internet 
Explorer 4.x or higher installed on their machine. M acintosh versions are currently 
being developed. 


Using either of these services, you should be able to check your e-mail, search UVa 
databases or view full-text textbooks and journals (with the UVa proxy server config- 
ured). Keep in mind that the quality of service and technical support may not be as 
high with free ISPs as with paid ISPs. In short, free does not always mean better. But 
free ISPs are one more option you can consider for gaining access to the Internet.
